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Greenbelters Share In Celebrating 
30 th Labor Day Festival Activities 


GO-AHEAD GIVEN FOR 
FALL GROUND-BREAKING PLANNED

The long-awaited groundbreaking for Martin’s Inc., the 
Greenbelt convention/banquet/conference center, will oc¬ 
cur this fall. Financing for the project has been obtained 
and a revised site plan recently approved by the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board. 

The one and a half story facil- included those of the Greenbelt 


ity will be constructed on 8.5 
acres of the 41-acre Maryland 
Trade Center (MTG) Park, be¬ 
tween MTC Building II and the 
Holiday Inn. MTC is located be¬ 
hind the Greenway Shopping 
Center at the interchange of the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
and the Beltway. 

Original site plans for Mar¬ 
tin’s called for a 59,339 square- 
foot banquet center with a capa¬ 
city of 2,000 persons. The revised 
site plan, however, shows a 
scaled-down building — 40,665 
square feet being now planned, 
with a total occupancy of 1,400 
persons. The facility has the ca¬ 
pability for later expansion. 

“The reduction made it more 
attractive for the lender,” ex¬ 
plained Preston Greene, Martin's 
vice-president of finance. Since 
the building has a single pur¬ 
pose, the lender preferred that 
the banquet center build a good 
track record before increasing 
its operation. Martin’s six ban¬ 
quet centers in the Baltimore 
area have demonstrated “a his¬ 
tory of success,” observed 
Greene. 

Complexities involved in finan¬ 
cing the facility had delayed start 
of construction. After looking 
into both state and county possi¬ 
bilities for assistance with fund¬ 
ing, Martin’s finally settled on 
private financing. According to 
Greene, opening of construction 
bids and acquiring of building 
permits should be accomplished 
soon. The site has already been 
cleared, graded and seeded; de¬ 
velopers expect the building to 
be complete within nine to twelve 
months. 

In approving the revised site 
plan, the Planning Board accept¬ 
ed staff recommendations, which 


City Council and the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board. Any 
plans for future expansion of the 
banquet center, or for a free¬ 
standing sign, must be referred 
to the city for review and com¬ 
ment. Two portions of sidewalk 
in the northeast corner of the 
parcel must also be added to fa¬ 
cilitate pedestrian access to and 
from MTC Building II and the 
proposed plaza for the third of¬ 
fice building and Greenway Cen¬ 
ter Drive. 

According to the staff of the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission, park¬ 
ing spaees and landscaping ex¬ 
ceed County Code requirements. 
Martin’s operating hours occur 
mostly at night and on week¬ 
ends — off-peak hours. 

Building Design 

Materials to be used in the rec¬ 
tangular building include Italian 
blue veined marble, bronzed glass, 
beige bricks and a masonry 
white-beige coating system. Mar¬ 
tins logo — the blue champagne 
glass — will adorn the building. 
A canopy supported by pillars 
will extend from the formal en¬ 
trance and overhang a circular 
driveway. Plans also include ex¬ 
tensive landscaping and a foun¬ 
tain. 

Catering to groups from 25 to 
1,400 persons will be possible 
through the use of hydraulic 
walls that allow the main ball¬ 
room to be divided into smaller 
rooms. In this way the facility 
can be used for many different 
purposes — seminars, trade 
shows, meetings, weddings, fam¬ 
ily and private social functions 
and fund raisers. 

Initially Martin's plans to em¬ 
ploy 153 persons.

Other events of the first 
dm include athletic contests, a 
scoreboard dedication in the me¬ 
mory of David Craig, the open¬ 
ing of the carnival midway, the 
presentation of Miss Greenbelt 
contestants and music of the 50’s 
and 60’s by The Fabulous Hub- 
Caps. 

New Events 

Perhaps inspired by the Olym¬ 
pic, the Greenbelt Recreation De¬ 
partment is offering several new 
athletic events this year. On 
Saturday gymnastics competition 
will be held in trampoline, bal¬ 
ance beam and floor exercise. 
Running races will be held on 
Sunday. From 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
on Saturday and Sunday, a vol¬ 
leyball court will be set up on 
Braden Field for free play. The 
Recreation Department will also 
sponsor familiar events such as 
table games, horseshoe, golf, 
tennis and softball tournaments. 

Two special events are shedul- 
ed for Sunday. From 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. the Roosevelt Raiders 
Football Club will hold a flea 
market and craft show on the 
Center School/Library lawn. In¬ 
formation tables will be set up 
at the grass area near Suburban 
Bank from noon to 5 p.m. This 
will give community groups a 
chance to tell fair-goers about 
their activities. 

The Greenbelt Community 
Church will sponsor an activity 
at the Festival this year. They 
will offer a luncheon on the lawn 
of the church after the parade 
Monday. 

Midway 

The Carnival Midway will be 
open from 6-11 p.m. on Friday, 
1-11 p.m. on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day and after the Parade on 
Monday. Rides to excite all ag¬ 
es will be available each day 
except during a dinner break 
from 5-7 p.m. Dedicated riders 
can enjoy unlimited rides for one 


low price on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day from 1-5 p.m. 

Booths this year will again 
feature food, games, crafts and 
items for sale. Popular activi¬ 
ties include children’s crafts, 
bean bag toss, zoo dip, traffic 
game, ring toss, voter quiz, trivia 
quiz, bingo, tic-tac-toe and big 
six wheel Items for sale include 
T-shirts, buttons, calendars, post¬ 
ers, flags, used books and bal¬ 
loons. One unusual and helpful 
booth activity is the ident-a-kid 
program. Food to suit every¬ 
one’s taste will be available each 
day (see ad in this paper).

The 
Kangaroo Kids will demonsrate 
precision jump rope and Leaps 
and Bounds will show off their 
aerobic dance and jazz routines. 
Favorites from past years, Ralph 
Case Squaredancers, Guys and 
Doll® Cloggers, the Bob Brown 
Puppets, Town Clowns and sing¬ 
ers Irish Hirsh and Diane Perry 
will be back.

Police Booth to Feature 
Ident-A-Kid Service 

The Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment will offer a special service 
—Operation Ident-a-Kid—at their 
booth at the Labor Day Festival. 
The service is to be used in case 
a child ever runs away from home 
or otherwise is missing. 

The service involves making 
fingerprints and recording infor¬ 
mation about the child. The Po¬ 
lice Department will make the 
fingerprints and give fhem to the 
parents along with a blank infor¬ 
mation form. The parents should 
fill out the form which will Dro- 
vide useful information to locate 
and identify a child if necessary. 

No records or fingerprints are 
kept by the police. This infor¬ 
mation is collected solely for the 
benefit of the parents aaid it is 
their responsibility to keep tne 
records in a safe place.

Malicious 

To the Editor: 

In the 2nd week of May, after 
much planning and organizing by 
the Greenbelt Garden Club my 
daughter Dotty, husband Jim and 
myself were assigned a plot of 
plowed land near the B-W Park¬ 
way overpass for a garden. We 
planned our crop placement, took 
time off our jobs and set to work. 
We purchased and put up a fence 
on part of the plot to protect 
those plants most favored by rab¬ 
bits and deer. We hauled mulch 
from Northway and after working 
it into each hole, meticulously set 
out plants which we raised our¬ 
selves. To ensure that our trans¬ 
plants survived and thrived we 
hauled and used many gallons of 
water into which we added fer¬ 
tilizer. 

After several setbacks caused 
by the weather, things began to 
take hold and grow. We planted 
about 8 varieties of vegetables, 
staked and attached plastic tub¬ 
ing for 36 tomato plants, staked 
and strung wire and string to 
support lima beans and in mid¬ 
season refertilized everything for 
maximum production. We also 
sprayed for insects once a week. 

We worked several hours each 
day after work and on week-ends 
and finally began to reap some of 
the results of our hard labor in 
early July. The limas were just 
filling out nicely as we planted 
some fall crops about 10 days ago. 
Then Saturday evening, August 
25, my daughter went over to get 
some produce to take on vacatior. 
and a totally wrecked garden 
greeted her. The fence posts nad 
been broken off and the fence lev¬ 
eled, the lima supports had been 
broken off and pulled out with 
the plants still attached and the 
corn was broken off mid-stalk. 
The tomato stakes were broken 
off, the plants pulled apart, those 
left were shaken bare and tnere 
was fruit crushed everywhere. 
New broccoli plants and herbs 
were beaten down and the remain¬ 
der was trampled. About 30 niwly 
filled water jugs were thrown 
about and broken. We are doing 
our best to salvage and put what 
is left back together but it is 
still a mess and will produce very 
little more for us. Alter all our 
time and effort spent we arc 
heartsick over it, as are the others 
who were hit. Dotty called the 
police but they said there was 
nothing they could do. , . , the 
overpass was built last year from 
Greenbriar to Greenbelt proper 
for the pleasure and convenience 
of the kids. As this path passes 
right by the gardens, it gives am¬ 
ple opportunity for such acts as 
this- This was more than vandal¬ 
ism—the extent to which this was 
carried out wa^ |ick, meaningless

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Jerry Gough’s '’Little Avocation"

“Acting is a strange busi¬ 
ness. In theatre, the actor 
has a lot of control over the 
play’s action. Most actors 
prefer to do stage plays for 
that reason; there is also 
more time to learn dialogue 
and polish performances. In 
film and television, it’s an 
editor's medium.” The 
speaker should know. He is 
Greenbelt’s own Jerry 
Gough — former High Point 
High School history teacher, 
former city councilman, and 
now Government Relations 
Officer for the state of Mary¬ 
land with the METRO sys¬ 
tem. But on the side he 
keeps on acting. 

Born in Fon-du-Lac, Wiscon¬ 
sin. Gerald Francis Gough began 
acting in elementary school. He 
played Ebenezer Scrooge in “A 
Christmas Carol” while in junior 
high. At the University of Mary¬ 
land he majored in speech and 
drama. He did a lot of theatre, 
including O’Neill's “Long Voyage 
Home,” and “Romeo and Juliet.” 
He worked at the Hilltop Park¬ 
way Theatre, a Baltimore-based 
equity company, whose produc¬ 
tions included “Stalag 17” and 
“Mr. Roberts.” After graduation, 
a season of winter stock at Erie 
Playhouse in Erie, Pa., was fol¬ 
lowed by summer stock at Tower 
Ranch Theatre in Rhinelander, 
Wisconsin. In New York, he 
studied with actress Uta Hagen. 

He met his wife, Kathrine, 
playing love scenes with her in 
“Picnic.” In addition to acting 
he worked as a stagehand at 
Radio City Music Hall “to keep 
Ho<ly ivnd soul together.” Shortly 
after their marriage, the Goughs 
decided to move to Maryland to 
finish school and. after doing 
more stagehand work, he got his 
teaching job at High Point, where 
for the next nine years he taught 
history, geography, and Prob¬ 
lems of Democracy. 

But during that time he main¬ 
tained some theatrical contacts, 
one of these being Bob Milli, who 
played roles in long-running 
daytime TV serials, Milli fre¬ 
quently notified Gough of movie 
bit parts, which helped to bring 
in extra money. 

While at High Point, Gough 
helped write the Problems of 
Democracy course curriculum. 
Surprisingly, this too led to an 
acting job when his supervisor 
informed him that the National 
Education Association was look-

ing for a teacher to represent the 
organization on a national pro¬ 
gram, “The Great Adventure.” 
This program, which was tele¬ 
vised in 1963-64;*. depicted little- 
known historic events. Gough 
flew to California once a month 
to shoot one-minute segments of 
the hour-long prime-time movie. 

After completing “The Great 
Adventure,” Gough got his Screen 
Actors Guild card. But he took 
an honorary withdrawal from 
the Guild and continued teaching. 
During the 1960’s he became ac¬ 
tive in politics, being involved 
in charter campaigns in 1964, 
working for Carlton Sickles in 
1966, and serving as mayor pro 
tern on the Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil in 1967-69. 

In 1968 Gough was offered the 
position with the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au¬ 
thority as Government Relations 
Officer. He has been with METRO 
ever since. When time permitted, 
though, Gough continued to act. 
In 1967, for instance, he played 
Pablo Gonzales in “Streetcar 
Named Desire” at the Oilney 
Theatre. 

Film Career 

Then six years ago a friend 
suggested Gough update his 
resume and contact an agent. 
After that he got small parts, 
alternating between such “death¬ 
less epics” as “Raise the Ti¬ 
tanic,” in which he played a re¬ 
porter, and “Death in Ocean View 
Park.” His role there as Com¬ 
mander Harry McNeil was caught 
by alert Greenbelters, who en¬ 
joyed his one-minute scene with 
Martin Landau and Caroline 
McWilliams. 

In addition to television and 
movies, Gough has made several 
private-industry films for NASA, 
BNA, NUS, and Westinghouse. 
In one production, he says, he 
memorized 20-minute script 
speeches, labeling this “absolute 
agony.” 

In the movie “Reds” Gough 
played a United States govern¬ 


ment agent who followed Diane 
Keaton through Washington. 
D.C.. New York and Los Angeles. 
He recalls that the movie took 
2Vi years to make and cost 
around $50,000,000 It included 
shooting in two continents. One 
scene, made on the Washington, 
D.C. Ellipse on a bitterly cold 
December day, required salt to be 
sprinkled on icy steps so that the 
actors and other cast members 
wouldn’t fall. More than once the 
person who sprinkled the salt 
was the director himself, Warren 
Beatty. 

Gough describes Beatty as a 
very good director, who was 
thoughtful and helpful. During 
the filming Beatty had an instant 
replay mechanism hooked up with 
the film camera; he didn’t stop 
making a particular scene until 
he got exactly what he wanted. 

Gough’s most recent role, that 
of Alabama Governor John Pat¬ 
terson, to whom he bears an “un¬ 
canny resemblance,” was in the 
highly- acclaimed mini-series, 
“Kennedy,” which starred Martin 
Sheen and Blair Brown. Gough’s 
scenes required driving to Rich¬ 
mond, Virginia and completing 
work in a short two hours. 

Gough recalls his days as an 
extra, in which he was part of 
a “cast of thousands” as some 
of the best days (and joke-telling 
sessions) he has ever had. He 
has two agents who enable him 
to find work. 

Although he loves acting, which 
he terms a “little avocation,” 
Gough would never leave Metro. 
As Government Relations Offi¬ 
cer for Maryland, he has a lot of 
work to do yet. The two remain¬ 
ing segments of the Green Line 
in northern and southern Prince 
Georges County, for example, 
are still to be constructed, as well 
as the “B” route into Glenmont, 
He looks on this work as very 
important, as well as the remain¬ 
ing portions of the Metro system 
in Virginia. Gough wants to see 
all 101 miles of the system fin¬ 





ished. 

Acting is part of his life, but 
not his whole life. “Teaching and 
Metro are my real work and my 
real career,” he says. His family, 
which include his wife of 26 
years. Kathrine, and four chil¬ 
dren—Maureen, 24; Michael, 22; 
Sally, 20; and Janies, 14 — enjoy 
his movies, but they don’t always 
watch. When his children were 
younger, Gough recalls that they 
often switched the “Great Ad¬ 
venture” over to the circus.

Council Waits Till September 
To Discuss Open-Space Funds

Some of the news of the last council meeting, on August 
13, was what didn’t happen. Council postponed action 
on two items, in one case so that all members of council 
could be present for discussion and in the second case so 
that citizens could offer input. To be taken up at the next 
council meeting in September will be the decision on which 
proiect to fund with the citv’s share of open space monies 
— $45,000. 
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Of the eight possible projects 
listed for council’s consideration, 
the Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PRAB) recommended 
improvements to Attick Park, a 
combination picnic shelter and 
comfort station, with land acqui¬ 
sition a second priority. The city 
Staff recommended spending funds 
either for North End School or 
Attick Park, although they noted 
several other interesting projects: 
bicycle path construction, parks 
maintenance building and Youth 
Center addition. Northway ball- 
field lights and a new band stand 
and improved concession stand 
are also on the list. In the man¬ 
ager’s agenda notes, James K. 
Giese makes note of the require¬ 
ment of $15,000 in matching 
funds from the city if a devel¬ 
opment project is selected. No 
match is required with land ac¬ 
quisition. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld’s propo¬ 
sal to move the city election date 
from the third Tuesday in Sep¬ 
tember to the third Tuesday in 
October was delayed at council- 
member Richard Pilski’s request. 
“As a courtesy to Mr. White,” 
he said. (Council member Thom¬ 
as X. White was not present at 
the meeting.) Pilski wanted all 
five members of council present 
for the initial discussion. Even 
Weidenfeld’s effort to start the 
process by sending the proposal 
to the election board for com¬ 
ment was scuttled by Pilski, who 
said, “That assumes a decision to 
go ahead.”
